Brothers at Montreal on Furlough Tell 
of Experience of Life on Arctic 
Ocean—Chief Duties Looking After 
Natives When Food Runs Short, 


/ 


Moititreal, Oct. 14—Four months 
less eight days to civilization was the 


journey made this summer by Mr. F. 
%. Pearson, who with ‘his brother, Mr. 
C,H. Pearson, is now in Montreal, The 
brothers Pearson are members of the 
Royal North West Mounted Police, and 
they are now on furlough. Mr. F. 8. 
Pearson has been for three years sta- 
tioned at the “farthest north” post of 
the force on Herschell Island, In the 
Arctic. He left there on May 11, and 
it was not till September 3 that he saw 
Athabasca Landing as he put it, “the 
beginning of civilization.”” During that 
journey he travelled for 200 miles over 
the fee, though it was May. Mr. Cc. H. 
Pearson has been stationed at Fort 
Macpherson, on the Mackenzie River, 
some two hundred and fifty miles 
seuth of his brother's location 

“The inhabitants of the country 
around Herschel! Island,” said Mr. F 
8. Pearson, “are entirely Eskimos. 
They are quiet and law-abiding, and 
give us practically no trouble, Our 
chief duties are looking after the en- 
forcement of the customs regulations 
and helping the people when they run 
short of food. That does mot happen 
very often to the Eskimos, but it does 
very frequently to the Indians who live 
in considerable numbers in southern 
part of our district 

Holding Their Own, 

“The Eskimos seem to be just about 
holding thei own,” he went on 
“Some few years ago black measles 
got in among them and took them off 
in large numbers, but just now the 
death rate and the birth rate seem to 
just about balance one another, They 
get their living fishing and trapping. 
They live chiefly on fish and blubber, 
but are very fond of tea and flour as 
luxuries when they can get them. It 
is with these articles that the Hudson 
jay traders barter for furs.” 

“Have you had any trouble with the 
American sealers in regard to the en- 
forcement of the customs regula- 
tions? Mr. Pearson was asked 

“No,” he replied “They always 
comply with the regulations We go 
on their vesselS and collect any duties 
that are due, and there has been no 
trouble about payment. There was one 
man who did some talking, but he was 
not the commander of a vessel He 
Was only an under officer. He said that 
the islands in the Arctic to the north 
of Canada belonged to the United 
States because they had been discov- 
ered by American explorers. But his 
words did not carry any weight, and 
there has never been any effort on 
the part of Americans to question our 
jurisdiction,” 

Mr. Pearson stated that Herscheli 
Island is frozen up nine months in the 
year It fr s up the end of Sep- 
tember, and the ice does not break 
away till the Dominion Day follow- 
ing. 


Civilized Poods Unknown ‘ 
“Civilized foods,’ he said, ‘are un- 
known up there except in canned 
form. The nearest point at which 
there is any agriculture is at Fort 
Good Hope, 250 miles south of Fort 
Macpherson. Potatoes are grown 
there, but they are very small.” 

“Have you any minerals up in your 
region?” 

“No. There have been some prospec- 
tors in the western part, towards the 
Yukon,*but none about the delta of 
the Mackenzie. They don't come there, 
for they know that there are noth- 
ing but mud flats there.” 

Some idea of the immense distances 
patrolled by the Mounted Police may 
be gathered from the area of the dis- 
trict to which the brothers Pearson 
are attached, This begins at the po- 
tato line, Fort Good Hope, in the 
south ,and stretches north five hun- 
dred miles to Herschell Island, where 
Mr. IF’. S. Pearson was stationed with 
three other men. Herschell Island is 
about ninety miles from the Alaskan 
boundary, and the district ajso runs 
east three hundred miles to — Bailey 
Island. There is’ thus, roughly, an 
area of 160,000 square miles in this 
district in which seven men are re- 
sponsible for the peace. The popula- 
tion is, of course, sparse. The Eski- 
mos do not number more than 600 in 
the immediate vicinity of Herschell 
Island, where one brother is located 
Mr. C. Hi. Pearson at Fort Macpher- 
son is in the Indian belt. The tribe in 
this district is called Loucheaux, or 
more correctly. Takud, It numbers 
about two thousand, but a good many 
of them are drifting over into the Yu- 
kon territory, “attracted,” said Mr. 
Pearson, ‘ by the white man’s food.’ 

Both of the brothers speak in the 
highest terms of the Mounted Police 
force management. “There isn’t an- 
other force in the world, where the 
men get such good treatment and 
such good chances of advancement,” 
they said. They aré now going home 
to England for three months, after

The money will be more ana 
more fully supplied by sale of lanas 
in the West, which are administerea 
by the Federal government, In whnat- 
ever degree the enterprise be gratuit- 
ously aided by the Dominion, in that 
degree will be reduced the capital on 
which it must earn interest, Just as 
Canada paid to establish the Canadian 
Pacific, and is paying to estabisn tne 
National Transcontinental, so will 
Canada assist the Hudson Bay roaa. 
Such is the policy by which this Do- 
minion has been converted trom tne 
Wilderness to a prosperous country. 
That the road will earn more than its 
operating expenses seems clear trom 
study of the facts. Not only can tne 


prairie grain trade be reckoned on, 
but the country to be traversea is 
largely arable, and often highly min- 


eralized. Coal can be delivered from 
Nova Scotia to the railway terminus, 
and laid down at Winnipeg ¢heaper 
than any other of equal quality tuere 
available, The Bay swarms with mer- 
chantable fish. ror fresh fish tne 
demanu of the Northwestern States, 
as well as our West, is insatiable. ‘nis 
item of freight, conjoined with whale, 
seal and walrus products, will be tin- 
portant. Pulpwood is abundant en 
With such elements of traffic 
the railway surely ought to do a pay- 
ing business during the summer ana 
autumn. If its rolling stock must re- 
main idle the rest of the year, that 
is no sufficient reason for refusing to 
aid its building, though it may be a 
good reason against operating the 
road as a public line. If a company 
ownlig extensive connections takes 
the operation, that company can util- 
ize the Hudson Bay rolling stock on 
its other lines, There is no sense in 
the notion that such a company could 
exact high freight rates on wheat to 
the Bay, or on any traffic either way, 
since full centrol of rates is in our 
Railway Commission, To secure tne 
West in all benefits that could come 
of government operation, it is onty 
necessary that the obligations unaer- 
taken by an operating company, In 
return for public wd, shall be duty 
comprehensive. 

Now, about the cost of wharfs ana 
lighthouses and wireless, The polcy 
of Canada is to provide such facilities 
to commerce wherever iraffic may be 
developed In Canada, ‘To discrimin- 
ate against the Hudson Bay Railway 
by refusing to develop its ports, lights, 
etec., would novel and improper. 
Such prospective expenses cannot be 
reckoned as a reason against build- 
ing that line. The prospective ex- 
penses for port and light and cnan- 
nel facilities to the Canadian. Pacine 
Railway or the Grand Trunk Railway 
were not charged in any sense against 
those projects,

Consider aii these points In view or 
our memories of how pessimists con- 
tended against every Canadian enter- 
prise of the past fifty years. Results 
have proved those pessimists taise 
prophets. “Climate’’ and “wilderness 


were their bugaboos. The northern 
climate has been found tolerable ana 
healthful, The wilderness has been 


extensively turned .(o agriculture, tum- 
bering, mining, pulpwooding. Hence 
Ottawa's government is optimistic by 
experience, It will builaé the Hudson 
Bay line as a promising scheme ot 
transportation and development. We 
say nothing of its possible fugure 
value in a military sense, though it 
will enable troops and munitions to 
be placed in Canada’s centre, tar 
on the way to the Orient, 

To talk of the line as one not like- 
ly to be needed before it can be com- 
pleted is to be blind to what is going 
on under our continental noses, Mr. 
J. J, Hill is not the only eminent autn- 
ority who has observed that poputa- 
tion, agriculture, and general produc- 
tion promise to increase during tne 
next decade, and for at least fitty 
years more, far faster than existing 
facilities and defined projects design- 
ed to supply railways, ports, and can- 
als, Canada will soon have need tor 
much more than the H. B. line, it

Some of us, again, felt that, as Canada 
certainly does rely on the Monroe 
Doctrine, it would be mean and peri- 
lous not to set up a Canadian arma- 
ment capable of that stubborn resist- 
ance to invasion which would secure 
to Canada in the last resort a position 
to appeal with dignity to the greut 
friendly neighbor. 


Obviously our great conciliater re~ 
garded all these opinions ag entitiea 
to consideration no less thar the views 
of those who usually regard the buel- 
ness from what appears to be his 
own point of view. This is a dignitied 
position, a general one, one some- 
what abstracted from particular rea- 
sons, but excluding none of them. 
Laurier holds that his country nas 
now attained such a rank in populia- 
tior, wealth, repute, that it If iheum- 
bent on her government to participate 
with other imporant nationa in main- 
taining that general security of the 
high seas which comes of the navies 
collectively showing civilized force 
throughout all waters, thus constitu- 
ting a world-police for commerce and 
travel. He would not that Canadians 
should continue to move as a dead- 
beat along the general highway of na- 
tions, sponging on the rest of the civ- 
ilized human family, and more partic. 
ularly on British brethren,the major- 
ity of whom are individually leas apie 
to pay than Canadians are.
